Summary of purpose and/or changes:
LB 360 authorizes an owner to obtain Purple Heart license plates for two motor vehicles or
trailers.

The bill amends § 60-3,125 to permit no more than two motor vehicles, two trailers, or a motor
vehicle and a trailer owned by an applicant to receive Purple Heart license plates. The current

statute only allows for issuance of the plates for one motor vehicle or trailer.
